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Organization is now practically 
completed by the Alberta Agricultural 
Department for the most ag'gresive 
war ever carried on against the grass¬ 
hopper pest. Z. Mcllmoyle, assistant 
deputy minister, will be in charge of 
the organization. Thirty districts 
have been organized covering the pro¬ 
vince all the way north as far as 
Camrose. 

These 30 districts include approxi¬ 
mately 30o municipal districts and 
unorganized units. An agent of the 
department will be placed in charge 
of each of the thirty districts. These 
agents will have complete charge of 
the organization in each district, and 
also the administration of the new 
Pest Act, in seeing that everyone 
takes the necessary steps towards 
the destruction of the pest. The mu¬ 
nicipalities will instal their own bait 
mixing machines, and the department 
will co-operate with them in any way 
possible. In the unorganized, terri¬ 
tories the agents will instal the mix¬ 
ing machines in the most convenient 
locations. Supplies for the poison 
bait will be furnished fre from the 
Centres, at Calgary, Lcfbbridga,.,Mun¬ 
son And Edmonton. It is fhe"' inten¬ 
tion also to hold as many meetings of 
farmers, as possible to impress upon 
them the importance of grasshopper 
control.

Mrs. T. H. Armour, who is a di¬ 
rector of the Alberta Provincial Fairs 
a special meeting in Edmonton 
Thursday. April 13th. This was a 
special meeting called to confer with 
the Hon. George Hoadley, minister 
of agriculture to adjust the question 
of grants to agricultural societies. It 
has been found that there is a wide 
varinance in the amounts offered by 
the different societies for the same 
class of exhibits. The various lists 
will be revised with a view of equal¬ 
ization and the government may be 
able to increase the amounts already 
offred to more nearly the percentage 
prevailing in former years. 


The Chauvin School Fair Associa¬ 
tion held its annual meeting some 
weeks ago and since then organiza¬ 
tion work for this year has been pro¬ 
ceeding apace. Last year some diffi¬ 
culty was experienced in inducing tile 
school districts eo enter, but this year 
after the very successful fair of last 
autumn applications came in prompt¬ 
ly indeed some of the schools which 
could not see their way clear to'enter 
before have vaoluntarily come for 
wardnow. This augurs well for a 
successful year So far ten districts 
have singifled their intention to par¬ 
ticipate . 

The school fair as it originated 
back in Ontario had two primal ob¬ 
jects, one was to encourage the study 
of agriculture and the other to stim 
ulate ordinary school activities bj' an 
annual contest in class, room work 
among neighboring schools. Some 
years ago it was thought that the 
proper way to instruct studqnts in ag 
riculture was to have a garden at 
school and There- eo‘ havAlhe students 
plant their seeds, observe thir growth, 
and thus practically to learn the 
science of farming. 

The idea was desirable but fortun¬ 
ately several clauses such as the l»ng 
summer vacation intervened to prea 
vent the hoped for benefits from being 
realized. Then the idea of the sc,ho*j| 
garden at home originated and oif 
course its corollary the school fair 
soon followed. These fairs on the 
whole have proved very successful. 
The department of Agriculture sup¬ 
ply the seeds, do tthe judging, give 
liberal live stock prizes and in every 
way encourage them-, as far as pos 
sible. The great drawback to com¬ 
plete success has been the continual 
changing of schools by the teachers, 
At one fair held none of the teachers 
had been there when it was organiz¬ 
ed Under such conditions 'the best 
work could not be expected especially 
in the school room display. 

Our own schools were very fortun 
ate last year and with the experience 
gained then, should do much better 
this year. The prize list has been 
revised carefully, a few classes being 
struck off, and a considerable number 
added. The fine arts are receiving 
especial attention and an even better 
display of art work is anticipated for 
this year than was seen last year. 

Some of the farmers are keenly in¬ 
terested and are watching the agri¬ 
cultural part closely, one progressive 
farmer has suggested that our potato 
the Irish Cobbler is not suited for 
some of the land surrounding Chau¬ 
vin and has recommended that the 
committee in charge take the ques¬ 
tion of procuring two types of pota¬ 
toes. one for light and Ihe other for 
heavy land—up with the department. 
Suggestions like these attest the ben¬ 
eficial effect that the fairs may have. 

The fair committee are frying to 
specialize in floats for the coming 
event. Five prizes are being offered 
and it is hoped that this very attrac¬ 
tive feature of the day will be keenly 
contested. 

The co-operation of the parents as 
well as the teachers is desired. In

E. H. Strickland, professor of ento¬ 
mology in the Albrta university, who 
is in charge of the technical end of 
the campaign for the department, has 
been receiving numerous reports of 
the finding, of grasshoppers and he 
has received some samples of these.

during The late summer. While these 
grasshoppers are general feeders they 
have never been found particularly 
destructive to crops in Alberta. By 
far the larger number of samples sent 
in have been of a small blackish

’similiar to the dreaded roadside 
grasshopper. These are young stages 
of a grasshopper that has no common 
name. Fortunately these prefer to 
feed on sage and other weeds in pre- 
feme to grain crops and thy are nev¬ 
er found in numbers in cultivated 
fields. Many people have expressed 
surprize that the recent snowstorms 
have not killed these grass hoppers, 
but their eggs were hatched out in

He gave facts 
and figures to show that between an 
animal sent over as chilled meat, and 
a simmilar animal sent alive there 
was a difference of $40 in favor of 
the live steer, even in the face of the 
present freight charges. The old 
country butcher was willing to pay 
more for live stuff because he was an 
adept in turning every pairt of the an 
imal into money. When he was in 
Scotland he found the butchers pay 
ing 28 cents for live and 16 cents for 
chilled, and evn at that they declared 
the chilled meat the less profitable of 
the two. 

At this point some one rose to re¬ 
mark that on a shipment he had 
made, he had rnlade no profit what¬ 
ever, Mr Wilson agreed that could 
happen if a shiper sent over the 
wrong class Of cattle. The kind of 
cattle acceptable to the British mar¬ 
ket were young, well fed, but not 
overly fat cattle, -weighing 1200 lbs 
Big rough stuff weighing 1750 lbs 
brought no more than the 1250 size, 
and found no rush of bidders. He 
argued that seeing we needed a mar 
ket, we would have to get busy study 
ing what was most acceptable, and 
not waste, time kicking because they 
loked with disfavor on rough stuff.

Some of 
them were priimte stuff, others again 
were too fat, and the butchers who 
bought them were sorry. He empha¬ 
sised that to gain favor for our cattle 
in Great Britain we should have to 
study better feeding methods.' We 
had got the Old Country to acknow¬ 
ledge that our cottle were free from 
disease. Our next step was to show 
them that we could feed them to pro¬ 
fit. The embargo was largely a mat¬ 
ter of politics, and was resolving it 
self into a straight fight between the 
farmers and the people in the towns 
and cities, who wanted cheaper beef. 
Our place was to let them fight it out 
and be ready either way. Whatever 
is worth doing is worth doing well. 
If it is worth while raising steers, it 
was even more worth while to finish 
thetm in a condition to top any mar 
ket. ■ 


roada. 

Municipal Roads: All roads built 
within the municipal districts must 
be built by the municipalities them— 
selves, under the supervision of go-i 
vernment road engineers. The grants 
will be paid these districts by the go¬ 
vernment, but not until the roads 
have been built acording to a certain 
standard, and approved by the go-! 
vernmient engineer of the district. 

In local, improvement districts, or 
norganized , territories the govern¬ 
ment will have charge of building the 
roads, which will be done under tke 
supervision of the engineers. 

It is the purpose of the government 
to encourage market roads, thus ex¬ 
tending the facilities of the fanners 
in marketing their produce. 

The question of securing the feder¬ 
al grant for highways is still under 
review by the government. In order 
to get as early start as possible on 
the ro-adwork, the road engineers have 
now returned to their various dis¬ 
tricts and are making preparations 
for the summer’s work. 


generally. The province is to be div¬ 
ided into ten districts with a road 
engineer resident and in charge of 
each district. 

Plans for carrying out the work 
this year may be summaried as fol¬ 
lows:— 

The proposed Highways Commis¬ 
sion will not be appointed for some 
time. The appointment of the High¬ 
ways Commissioner is under 

consideration, there being many ap¬ 
plicants for the position. 

Main Highways: These will con¬ 

tinue to be built and developed as be¬ 
fore. One road engineer will be plac¬ 
ed entirely in charge of main high¬ 
way work, since this work has grown 
to very large proportions. There are 
now 3600 miles of main highways in 
the province. This includes main 
highways running eastward from! the 
C and E.. to th eastern boundary of 
the province, a main highway north 
and south through the province, and 
main highways northwest of Edmon¬ 
ton, west of Calgary, and west thro 
the Crow’s nest, and other main 


One of the principle addresses, as 
regards being of practical interest to 
the Fairs delegates was that given 
by Mi-. John Wilson of Innisfail, the 
well known Hereford owner, and 
judge. In company with five others 
he was sent overseas last summer by 
the provincial government to bring 
back a report on the possibilities of 
live stock shipping versus chilled 
vor of live stock shipping, He gave 
his opinions and reasons for this 
stand in a way which convinced be¬ 
cause of the proofs given with it. 

Out of the 5 men sent four were 
convinced that chilled meat trade 
meat. His verdict is strongly in fa- 
was unprofitable, and the fifth also 
had agreed to this, but changed his 
tune when he got home. The fifth 
man was the originator of the chilled 
meat idea. Wm Sjpurrell of Bowden, 
which perhaps explains a lot. He 
claimed that in the first pjace there 
proper cars,—chilling plants etc at 
seaboard or on the ship, for the 
chilled meat industry, consequence 
being deterioration in the carcass, 
which caused it to be useful only for 
hotel, restaurant or ship trade. Cus¬ 
tomers over in Gt. Blritain were very 
critical and would not buy anything 
dark in color, or sloppy looking 
which was the way chilled meat look¬ 
ed after being one day in the' shop 
Window. Naturally the good butch¬ 
ers looked askance at this sort of 
meat. In any case from Argentine 
and the antipodes, which have no 
other resource than to ship frozen,

In tht 
spring remove the manure and cut 
back the canes to firm well-ripened 
wood to induce the formation of 
strong side branches that will yield 
sprays of fine fruit.

As soon as the ground is ready in 
the spring plant suckers 3 feet apart 
in the row and 5 or 6 ft between the 
rows and cut them back to 6 or 8 
inches above the ground. Cultivate 
frequently to keep down weeds, to 
conserve moisture and to encourage 
strong growth of new canes. Give 
plants a good mulch of well rotted 
manure. 

To provide support for canes place 
light posts 10 feet apart with 2 or 3 
strands of smooth wire running hor- 
izontaly, to which eaoh cane should 
be tied, or where only a few plants 
are grown place a picket to each cane 
and keep the bush open to the centre. 

Pruning in the fall consists of 
cutting out all dead canes and all but

not afected by r snow or a few degrees j 
of frost; since it does not hatch until 
about middle of May at the earliest 
it is not likely to be exposed to colder 
weather than It can stand. The eggs 
can readily be found now and farmers 
are urged to examine their fence rows 
and pastures for these eggs. When a 
breeding ground has been found it 
should be watched carefully' from 
about the middle of May. When this 
is found to be swarming with minute 
grasshoppers no larger than mos¬ 
quitos. the farmer who is wise will 
make a tour of all bis fence rows, his 
pastures, old straw piles. and the 
margins of slough water in or near 
his farm. He must mAke this egg 
tour on foot for it is, only by dis¬ 
turbing the grasshoppers as he walks 
through the grass that he will be 
able to estiiM^dheir numbers. Where 
they arolPjjl^HKs.^they will spring 
from arOand^^Rs feet like water 
splashing frorfr a puddle. In this case 
there must be'no delay; estimate the 
number of acres that are infected— 
half of mile of sod .a rod wide is an 
| acre—and ‘ obtain sufficient bait to 
| scatter 25 lbs of it’on every badly in- 
| fee ted acre. A week's delay may mean 
! that the grasshoppers will have scat¬ 
tered over twice a^niapy acres. They 
would then require t\Vace as much 
bait and double tfij? amount of labor 
in applying it.

The supple¬ 
mentary revenue tax on the total 
acreage of farm and rancd lands was 
$1,204,512.14. The revenue on leased 
lands is not yet available. The same 
return shows that in 1921 there was 
voted $350,000 for main highways 1 
maintenance and $115,842.83 was 
spent; for main highway construction 
thre was Voted $1,000,000 and $625,. 
940.85 was spent; for local and dis¬
